2. Claims 1 - 5 and 7 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jiang et al. 

Regarding claims 1 - 5, Jiang et al disclose a computerized analysis of bone mass 
comprising a plurality of bones, performing a compression test (See Cols. 8 and 9, lines 
44 - 67 and 1 - 22), a density test (Step S41) (See Col. 6, lines 17 - 20), and an 
appearance test on the bone (See Col. 6, lines 20 - 26), determining a compressive 
strength for each bone from the compression test, comparing the determined compression 
strength against a predetermined compressive strength requirement (See Cols. 10 and 12, 
lines 28-41 and 5 - 14) and eliminating a subset of bones that fails to meet the 
predetermined requirement (See Col. 15, lines 19 - 31). 

Regarding claims 7-10, removing a bone from the bones when the compressed 
bone deforms (See Col. 15, lines 18-31). 

Regarding claims 11-14, assigning each of the bones with a grade which 
designates a quality assessment of each bone (See Col. 10, lines 28-41).
